Communal Life 


War has this compensation: that 
Mosmashes mdtvidualist traditions 
and con pels men to realise that 
they forma comn-unity. A 
most promising development has 
been the growth of communal 
meals, 

The Ministry of Food is not 
hampered by a venerable pust: a 
jungle of red-tape requires several 
decades ty reach maturity. Under 
Lord Woolton, with only a hand- 
ful of civil servants on the staff, 
it has shown both enterprise and 
fresh thinking. 

The gigantic task of controlling 
the import. storage and distri- 
bution of tood for the whole 
population might well have oc- 
cupied all its energies. But since 
the aerial Blitzkrieg grew serious, 
it has had to concern itself with 
the provision of communal cook- 
ed meals, 

Mr. Beviu gsaw the need for 
miintaining om health and cheer. 
fulness of the munition workers, 
toiling in peril and under exces- 
sive strain, The children and 
mothers evacuated to the country 
from dungerous ureas had to b? 
cared for. 

In Coventry and other stricken 
towns where the housewife was 
for a time without water, clectri- 
city or gas, even when her house 
was undamaged, neighbouring 
cities and the Army rushed to the 
spot with their mobile kitchens 
and canteens. Finally, all over 
the country, certain categori¢s of 
wage-eurncers together with the 
old-age pensioners presented the 
most difficult) problem of all. 
While the cost of living has risen 
steeply, their incomes have stood 
still, 

The Ministry has followed the 
usual English technique, It has not 
attempted to create a centralised 
mucnine, but it required and 
stimulated and helped the local 
authorities to act. 

Every factory with a staff of 
200 employces is now required to 
provide a canteen for its workers. 
Some supply hot meals at a low 
charge (10d, or 1s.) in cheerful 
surroundings; others do the mini- 
mum. and sell only — sandwiches 
and cakes with tea or hot soup. 

Where they notoriously fail, 
the local authority steps in. 

Happily the local authority 
usually had a nucleus which: it 
could expand, Thanks to the pro- 
vision of cheap meals to children

is easy, These public restaurants 
have as yet been opened only in 
districts so poor that they would 
not tempt a profiteering concern. 

“But,” said I to one of the men 
who inspired this scheme, “when 
people throughout the city realise 
what you are doing, will they not 
flock to your communal meals?” 

“And won't 
you have to expand?” Again he 
hoped so.

I chose the shattered riverside 
area of East London for 
a visit of exploration, Many 
streets, oddly enough the main 
thoroughfares, are nearly normal 
and thronged with traffic. Behind 
them may lic a stretch of several 
acres where nothing remains but 
tangled ruins. Around such areas 
stretch mean little streets of two- 
storeyed buildings, whose walls 
lovkk intact, but on a closer view 
Ahe windows gape open and some 
of the woodwork is charred. 

Amid this devastation I first 
visited an elementary school—the 
laboratory of the whole rapidly 
expanding system. The kitchen 
was spacious and spotlessly clean 
and the women in it worked 
quietly and with method. A happy 
buzz of talk came from the class- 
rooms where the children: were at 
dinner, They drank from plea- 
santly coloured mugs which, ike 
the gaily coloured tal le-cloths 
had ‘been specially designed and 
manufactured for these schools. 
The food was wholesome and 
well cooked and.an ample meal 
cost the. incredible sum of 3d.

of that memorable first 
week-end of September, Every 
window was shattered and when 
Miss Anderson, the manager of 
the whole enterprise, a woman 
who evidently Iknows how to or- 
ganise and also how to win the 
devotion of all who serve under 
her, visited it at 6 am., it had 
neither gas, water nor electricity. 
The engineers wrought miracles 
under the stimulus of her deter- 
inination and by noon the first 
cuoked dinners were ready as 
usual, 

A long line of men and women, 
with the men predominating, were 
buying their tickets as I entered. 
It was a cold raw day and many 
looked tired and a few were dirty, 
Where in this devastation can 
they wash? Most of them sleep in 
shelters, some of them on the 
bunks which Mr. Morrison bas 
provided, but some — still on tne 
ground, I could sense in my own 
body their feeting of ease and re- 
lief as they entered the warm and 
friendly room and surveyed what 
they might choose for 6d, You can 
buy for this sum one of three 
dishes of meat and vegetables and 
one of three sweets. The quantity 
was generous; the quality all one 
could ask, and once more the 
kitchen was a model of cleanli- 
ness and order, Best of all there 
was an atmosphere of kindliness 
und respect, Free citizens were 
helping one another to live while 
all, men and women together, 
faced the common danger. The 
usual cheap restaurant run for 
profit is incomparably less plea- 
sant and less efficient, and its staff 
is sweated to the bone. 


The economics of this new 
municipal venture belong to the 
improvisations of wartime. The 
charge of 6d. covers the cost of the 
food bought in bulk. The 
Borough gives free the building, 
the clectrie current and the ser- 
vices of the staff, but even if a 
charge were made hereafter for 
these overheads, a_ fantastically 
cheap meal could still be provided 
at 8d,

Mr. Winston Churchill 
predicted some months ago that 
in 1941 we should gain mastery 
in the air. Many people now ask 
whether these daylight raids in- 
dicate that the Commanders of the 
British and Allied Air Force teel 
they have already begun to attain 
mastery in the air. 

Whether or not this conclusion 
is warranted, I think the daylight 
offensive means that our numeri- 
cal strength in aircraft and pilots 
is now great enough to allow us 
to run to risks that are more se€ri- 
ous in air fighting Be 
day than they ore ry 
night. In the past we have 
held our own against a numeri- 
cally stronger enemy by the sup- 
erior quality of our machines and 
the superior skill of thelr crews. 
Mr. Churchill’s phrase: “Never in 
the history of human conflict was 
,so much owed by so many to so 
'few” will stand asea merited tri- 
bute to our comparatively small 
‘Air Force last year. But because 
our first-lHne machines and high- 
skilled pilots were then compara- 
tively few, the strain upon them 
was severe. It would have been 
wrong to risk them in daylight 
offensives while they were still 
comparatively few.

And without gisoling the tanks 
and panzer divisions were strap- 
ped, which, however, in mo way 
lessens the valour and heroism of 
the 800 Scotchmen who also play- 
eda major role at Dunkirk, Those 
800 Scvtchmen, fighting in their 
kilts despite the fact official Bri- 
tish army sources frown on kilts, 
held back five whole divisions of 
Germans for 24 hours along to- 
wird the end of the retreat. They 
cnabled the last man to wall off 
the beach with the first German 
still a comparatively long way 
inland.

the Ford family, his flancee's 
friend, Iris Gundry, and him- 
self into a small cavity under the 
stairs, he told them funny stories 
while bombs whistled overhead 
and tremendous explostons shook 
the house. 

And then came a_ big bomb, 
unheralded by a whistle. and the 
whole row ‘of houses collapsed. 

The party was trappod in the 
tiny space, all pressed tightly

Corporal — Einboden wriguled 
free and tunnelled a narrow way 
through the rubble. 

For nearly two hours he bur- 
rowed through the debris and 
eventually he wormed his way 
into the open. 

Then he crawled back, widen- 
ing his littl: tunnel here and 
there, and passed the cight 
trapped members of the party 
out to the rescue men, 

“Not one of the women even 
whimpered,” he told a reporter. 

Rescue party men said that 
when Einboden had seen his party 
safe he went back tg the ruins 
and began looking for survivors 
from adjoining houses, 

While the regular rescue per- 
ties were busy all round him, 
he continued to make his 
tunnels throughout the night until, 
as dawn was breaking, he was 
on the verge of collapse and had 
to be taken from the scene.

The Belgrade  corres- 
pondent of the Chicago 
“Daily News,” in a mes~ 
sage tells of the pitiable 
condition of w..unded Ita- 
lian soldiers who have re- 
turned from the Albanian 
front to their homes in 
Northern Italy. 


Quoting well-informed people 
who have returned from Italy, he 
says: 

“The plight of the troops bears 
witness to the still disorganised 
state of the counter-offensive in- 
tended to check the Greeks. 

“An extremely large proportion 
of the casualties have lost limbs. 
Many of these men saw no fight- 
ing whatever, but were so severe- 
ly frozen in the bitter mountain 
weather that it was necessary to 
amputate their limbs. 

“It is presumed that Italian hos- 
pitals in Bari and Brindisi must 
be filled to overflowing, because 
many of the wounded are arriving 
in the Northern Adriatic ports 
bearded and dirty and without 
having changed _ their 
since they left Albania. 

“Refatives of the wounded 

were sharp in their critlctam 
when they found that In many 
casés) bandages had not been 
changed since the wounded men 
left the front-line. 

“One seriously wounded officer 
had been carried for three days 
on mule back through mountains 
and then spent a day-crossing the 
Adriatic and two days travelling 
up the coast by railroad without 
medical treatment or change of 
uniform, 

“Until the arrival of — these 
wounded, the extent of the Italian 
setback was little known in North- 
ern Adriatic cities.”

If it hadn't been for them, Dun- 
kirk might have been a far grea- 
ter tragedy, Instead, somewhere 
between 250,000 and 350,000 En- 
dish and French — soldiers came 
back. 1 don't know the exact 
number of those that escaped, 1 
doubt that anyone does, for they 
ceame ucross the channel by ones, 
oy twos, by hundreds, and they 
came in everything fron rowboats 
to automobile ferries, Navy men 
Have said it wus the strangest 
Jota in the history of war, and 
so it was. 


Call For Volunteers 


Towards the end of May — the 
brass hats put out a call for volun- 
teer pilots. Similar calls had been 
put out before for particularly 
dangerous missions, but this one 
was different, It was understood 
that the ones picked = wouldn't 
come bach. Nothing was actually 
said, but everyone knew, 


Some 1,350 men knew of the 
call, And 1,300 volunteered. 
Thirteen were picked by lot, 
but tt wasn't until the chatter 
of their engines had faded jn the 
morning mist that any of us 
knew precisely where they were 
going on thle suicide mission. 


As the orders would have it. 
their objective was to aan a 
German pacoline dump at Caloi:. 
It sounds simple, but it wasn’t 
The Germans ae very conserving 
with their precios gasoline -— 
gaso'ine that supplies their figh- 
ters, their bombers, their tanks 
and panzer divisions. Rather than 
maintain bases and gasoline dumps 
far behind the lines, thay moved 
them up as the infantry consoli- 
dated occupied territory. They 
moved the gasoline from storage 
tunk to storage tank through big 
rubber hoses that could be laid 
down and rolied up in the matter 
of hours, 

Thus shortly after they had 
taken Calais, they were running 
gas into nine big oil tanks that 
weren't far from the Calais aero- 
drome. The gasoline supplied the 
tanks, 'planes and the flect of fast 
motorboats that had been built 
up to harry Channel shipping, The 
tanks: were ringed with anti-air- 
craft~guns, and a constant guard

Whether or not this conclusion 
is warranted, I think the daylight 
offensive means that our numeri- 
cal strength in aircraft and pilots 
is now great enough to allow us 
to run to risks that are more seri- 
‘ous in air by 
day than they 
Inight. In the past 
‘held our own against a -numeri~ 
cally stronger enemy by the sup- 
_erior quality of our machines and 
;the superior skill’ of thelr crews. 
| Mc, Churchill's phrase: “Never in 
thie history of human conflict was 
so much owed by so’ many to so 
few" will stand as a merited tri- 
bute to our comparatively smal 
Air Force last year.

Reopening Opposed 


Mr. Brooks opposed the re- 
opening on two grounds. First 
he said the defendant had been 
acquitted and could not™be tried 
again for the same offence, and 
cited Haynes v Davies 1915 1 K.B. 
332; secondly, he submitted that I 
had no jurisdiction ‘to re-open the 
matter under Sec, 99 (5) becaus: 
the jurisdiction to do so depended 
upon the words “power to deter- 
mine in a summary way” and that 
by reason of Sec. 3 S.S. 5 there 
was no power to determine the 
matter in a summary way. 

I overruled these two submis- 
sions. Mr. Brooks then applied 
that subject ‘to his rights up ta 
and including the dismissal of the 
summons that the evidence al- 
ready taken be treated as the evi- 
dence for the prosecution and put 
in as such and not to be taken 
over again de novo as I held he 
was entitled if he wished, The 
contents of Sec. 3 SS.
